Southern  Corratpondenre. 

City  op  Mexico,  Dec.  28d,  1875. 

We  arrived  la  HavniiA,  making  good  umc, 
on  Toes  day,  Dec.  2,  at  12  o’clock.  A«  uaual 
there  Wag  trouble  about  allowing  pasaeugere 
“In  trmnaif’  to  go  ashore.  Our  names  and  ap- 
plicJtint)  to  go  ashore  was  sent  to  the  Cowand- 
ant  at  1  o’clock,  bulbar  aomc  reason,  wc  were 
not  allowed  to  go  ashore  until  the  following 
morning.  II  lvtna  has  not  changed  one  par¬ 
ticle  since  I  flrit  sgw  it  7  year*  ago.  I  don’t 
think  it  has  changed  fur- 200  years.  It  is  the 
same  dirty  city,  streets  ho  narrow,  that  they 
are  covered  by  one  awning,  sidewalks  so  nar 
row  that  only  one  person  can  walk  on  them. 
Although  in  December,  It  was  very  warm,  the 
yellow  fever  still  prevailing.  Gold  was  worth 
82. ;«  Spanish  currency  and  everything  wa» 
high  in  proportion.  I  only  found  their  cigars, 
cigarettes  and  guava  Jelly  cheap  enough  to  buy. 
Every  thing  cl  e,  such  as  l'ncu  goods,  in  fact  all 
imported  goods,  formerly  so  chtap.  are  now 
much  higher  than  in  New  York.  The  harbor 
of  Havana,  '‘although  entirely  surrounded  by 
hitls.ls  not  good.  The  bottom  docs  not  allow  the 
anchor  to  hold,  snd  during  their  heavy 
northers  ships  often  drag  their  anchors  and 
collisions  occur.  The  entrance  to  the  harbor 
Is  defended  by  “More  Castle,”  a  rickety  old 
•tone  fort,  and  more  dreaded  by  the  poor  Cu* 
bans  as  a  place  of  torture  than  anything  else. 
Every  other  mao  one  meets  in  Havana  is  a 
soldier.  Even  the  clerks  in  the  stores  wear  the 
uniform  of  the  National  Guard,  and  everything 
shows  the  effect  of  tho  long  and  tedious  ttrug- 


ly  in  the  sun.  From  Orizaba  the  railroad  as¬ 
cends  the  Cumbres,  a  mountain  range,  and  the 
view,  going  up  5000  feet  In  28  miles,  looking 
down  the  side  of  the  mountain  in  the  valleys 
below,  is  grand,  and  can  hardly  be  described. 
We  arrived  safely  in  Mexico  City  at  0:30  P.  11., 
drove  to  our  rooms,  already  prepared,  and  are 
fairly  settled.  In  mjaiext  I  shall  give  yo 
description  of  this  city  and  the  state  cf  the 
country,  which  is  as  bad  as  it  can  be  at  pre¬ 
sent.

'Spaniards,  sent  by  their  mother  country  over 
io{'uba,  think  more  of  filling  their  pockets 
ftud\r»-turnlng  than  of  improving  the  city  or 
harder.  Wc  were  all  giud  to  leave  Havana, 
although  we  were  sorry  to  loose  moat  of  our 
passenger*  Y^e  bad  become  well  acquainted 
sod  attached  to  each  other.  Wo  took  on  as 
passengers  a  Circus  Company  going  to  Merida, 
the  capital  of  Yucatan,  a  province  of  Mexico. 
The  company,  os  far  as  we  could  sec,  consisted 
of  a  few  cadaverous  looking  Mexicans  or 
Spaniards,  a  fat  woman,  two  poor  miserable 
looking  children,  two  very  poor  horses  and 
a  couple  of  dog*,  any  amount  of  trunks  and 
boxes,  aud  a  tent  which  looked  as  if  Cortez 
had  used  it  at  one  time.  We  arrived  in  Pro¬ 
greso,  Yucatan,  alter  a  run  of  nearly  two  days, 
our  engine  working  splendidly,  the  steamer 
making  12$*  to  13  miles  per  hour.  We  had  to 
anchor  3  miles  off  shore  and  could  barely  see 
Progreso.  I  had  bceu  there  before  and  also 
visited  the  capita),  Merida,  24  miles  Inland,  so 
I  had  no  desire  to  go  ashore.  Progreso  Is  a 
very  small  place,  established  only  about  3>£ 
ycais  ago  by  the  Mexican  Government,  as  the 
port  of  Entry  for  Y  ucatan,  and  contains  only 
a  few  Government  buildings  aud  a  lew  inferior 
building*  of  merchants,  whose  only  bnsincss 
consists  iu  recclyiug  and  forwardiug  goods  or 
produce.  The  principal  articles  of  export  arc 
heneken,  a  specie  oi  hemp,  and  deerhides.  The 
export  of  henekeu  amounts  to  many  thousand 
bales  every  season  and  has  increased  very  much 
within  the  last  Iff  year*.  Fine  Panama  hats 
and  hammocks  are  made  Iu  the  interior.  Fine 
fish  are  caught  off  Progreso  and  our  steamers 
always  lay  in  a  supply  hers.  They  pay  lor  aboqt 
100  fish,  weighing  probably  150  to  200  pounds, 
50  cents  and  five  pounds  of  coffee  land  some 
crackers. 

Leaving  Progreao  about  6  P.  M.,  we  reached 
Campeche  the  following  mhrning  at  9  o’clock. 
*  Wc  had  to  anchor  from  11  to  13  miles  away 
from  the  town  *0001*  4  mile*  off 
•bore.  A  small  steamboat  came  out  to  us, 
too<  off  what  fre  ight  we  had  and  delivered  it* 
freight  and  passenger*  for  Vera  Cruz.  Started 
agaiu  at  noouaod  the  ftllowiDg  day  at4  o’clock 
v*e  arrived  in  Vera  Cruz.  The  night  before 
ov  arrival,  In  fact,  all  day  the  7th,  it  was  vqry 
rough  At  7  o’clock  ou  the  6th,  while  the  sea 
va|  perfectly  smooth  and  calm,  a  norther 
spluog  up  and  within  SO  minutes  we  were 
pitching  aud  rolling  about  awfhlly.  No  one 
could  sleep  that  night  aud  we  were  glad  to  get 
on  tciT*  firma  once  more.  Left  Vera  Cruz  at 
11:30  P.  M.  for  tho  city  of  Mexico,  by  raiL 
Tbcy  have  1st,  2d  and  Sd  class  cars  on  this  rail¬ 
road,  out  if  yon  were  to  see  the  1st  class,  you 
wvcld  never  grumble  at  the  smoking  cars  of 
our  Del.  Lack.  A  Western,  although  they  are 
mean  enough.  A*  there  were  few  passengers, 
I  took  four  seats  tor  everyone  of  my  family  and 
made  them  as  comfortable  lor  the  night*  Jour¬ 
ney  us  I  could.  Bo  we  all  spent  the  nubt, 
doubled  up  iu  these  seats,  In  a  poorly  venUlat 
ed  car,  where  one  half  ol  the  passengers,  those 
who  coul  i  not  sleep,  smoked  to  pa«  a*  oy  the 
time.
